."ran", is lit hand, tho formers begin to find 
time,from day to day to drop down to the 
bench and survey tho water.

States, indicate that tho crop, now nearly 
harvested, is the best in growth and qual- 
ity that has been laised for years. Tbo 
total acreage may be slightly less than in 
18S3, but the proportion of Havana seed 
leaf has greatly increased. 
Fully two- 


thirds of tha entire seed leaf crop is of 
the Havana variety, tho balance 'being 
common seed loaf. The tobacco counties 
ot Ohio, Illinois and Indiana are the only 
sections reporting unfavorably. There 
drought and grasshoppers have done 
more or less damage. In New England, 
Now Yark, Pennsylvania and Wisconsin 
there has been an almopt entire absence 
of hail. Only in a faw limited localities 
has it been destructive. Wind, rust aud 
fleas have done comparatively little dam- 
age. 
Very slight harm was done by tbo 


light frost of Augar.t 25, principally in 
Obemunc county, N. Y. 
Actual offers 


for the new crop show that Havana is 
likely to commard gfDd prices. From 
fifteen to twenty cents per pound has 
been offered in Now Eogland for Ha- 
vana, fifteen to thirty cents in New Yorl;, 
and in one instance in Pennsylvania as 
high as fifty cents. In Wisconsin eight- 
een to twenty cents a pound has been re- 
fused for Havana, tho growers expecting 
a higher price. The common seed leaf 
does not attract attention, except in the 
favored sections of the Connecticut Val- 
ley. While tho crop is large, it bids fair 
to be the greatest wrapper crop over 
grown. Ttiii is one reason for tbe good 
prices. 
Old tobaccos are pretty thor- 


oughly used up; indeed, tlio shortage has 
not been so great for years; Tbe 1833 
crop, now about sampled, is not up to 
the averasre iu quality, while in quantity 
it was cut short by tho early frcsts last 
fall. Its popularity is questionable also- 
The present defective tariff on tobacco 
will be remedied by the next congress, 
compelling all Sumatra wrappers to pay 
seventy-live cents uer pound duty.
